THIRTY YEARS AFTER 


As the year ends this month, Ora. 
HYGIENE reaches its thirtieth an- 
niversary. This afternoon I was 
looking at the old, old first issue 
dated January, 1911. Some of you 
may remember it dimly. It was a 
slim little magazine; this month, 
for example, ORAL HYGIENE con- 
tains about 80 per cent more 
pages than that first issue. The 
present circulation of 170,000 
copies is about 75 per cent more 
than it was in those days when 
William Howard Taft sat in the 
White House (in what must have 
been a big, strong chair), follow- 
ing his defeat of William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

In 1911, you cranked your auto- 
mobile—if you owned one. You 
had never heard of radio, or talk- 
ing movies, and even the thought 
of a World War—except to a very 
few—would have been so fantas- 
tic as to be unbelievable—as fan- 
tastic as the idea that airships 
would ever become common-car- 
riers. Dentistry, too, was different, 
and perhaps few even dreamed 
of the changes that would occur 
in the years to come. 

But, in those far days, we 
thought we were as modern as all 
get-out—just as we do now. 
Thirty years from now in 1970, 
those of us who are living will look 
back upon the quaint goings-on of 
1940 and realize how little we 


knew what the future would 
bring. 

The first OraL HYGIENE dealt 
entirely with various phases of 
the then young oral hygiene 
movement. But the magazine’s 
first editor, Dr. George Edwin 
Hunt, warned that “the phrase 
‘oral hygiene’ is a comprehensive 
one, broader in its application 
than many seem to think,” and 
that it “properly permits the pre- 
sentation of papers of a wide 
range in the domain of dental 
topics.” And, he continued: “If at 
times articles are published 
which, on first thought, your wild- 
est imagination is unable to refer 
to oral hygiene, kindly bear in 
mind that possibly the editor has 
a wilder imagination than you 
ever imagined, and accept them 
in the spirit in which they are of- 
fered, namely, for the good of the 
profession.” 

George Edwin Hunt’s writing 
reflected the robust expression 
characteristic of editors then, 
particularly when they were dis- 
cussing other editors. One of his 
editorials in the first issue de- 
nounced a southern newspaper 
which had warned of the “dan- 
gers” of artificial teeth. In quot- 
ing the piece, George Edwin 
wrote, “For asininity, imbecility, 
and all around pin-headed mis-

@ Generalities as to human nutritive re- 
quirements are of but limited use in the 
practical application of our modern knowl- 
edge of nutrition. This is particularly true 
where expert and experienced advice on 
diet formulation is not readily or con- 
veniently available. For those concerned 
with actual diet planning or administra- 
tion, more specific information on nutri- 
tion is desirable. 

During recent years, several excellent 
texts have become available which pre- 
sent reliable guidance in diet planning 
(1, 2, 3). One important factor governing 
conformance with any diet pattern, of 
course, is the economic status of the in- 
dividual, family, or group. A recent text 
presents a workable system in which 
rather full consideration has been given 
to this factor (1). 

Under this pattern, the common foods 
have been classed according to their nu- 
tritive contributions into some 12 groups. 
These groups include milk; potatoes and 
sweet potatoes; mature dry legumes and 
nuts; tomatoes and citrus fruits; leafy 
green and yellow vegetables; other vege- 
tables and fruits; eggs; lean meat, poul- 
try, and fish; flour and cereals; butter; 
other fats; and sugar. There will, of 
course, be quantitative differences in the 
nutritive values of individual foods within 
a single group. However, there is sufficient 
similarity so that the foods within a grou 
can be used interchangeably as condi- 
tioned by factors such as availability, 
relative costs, and personal, racial, or 
religious preferences. In order to mini- 
mize variation of nutritive values ob- 
tained from each food group, it has been 
suggested that as wide a variety of foods 
within a group, as practical, be consumed. 

In connection with this diet plan, de- 
sirable yearly food allotments for persons 
of various sex, age, or conditions of life 
are also listed in terms of these twelve 


food groups. Thus, from information re- 
garding the sex, age, and activities of the 
members of a family or group, one can 
compute the yearly amounts of the va- 
rious foods which should be provided. 
From the sum of these yearly totals, the 
food allowances per week or month for 
the family or group can be estimated. 
The latitude in the choice of foods, within 
the twelve specified food groups, makes 
the diet pattern more adaptable to situa- 
tions where the economic factor must be 
considered. 

Estimation of food requirements in this 
manner provides a practical method of 
diet planning designed to supply the 
nutritive requirements of an individual, 
a family, a group, or even a nation. How- 
ever, the ultimate achievement of an im- 
proved nutritional status is dependent 
upon a readily available supply (at all 
times) of the various common foods at 
reasonable cost. It is apparent from the 
listing of the twelve food groups that 
many materials of a perishable nature— 
which are not conducive to year-round 
—— near the centers of large popu- 
ations—are indispensable in supplying 
the dietary requirements of our people. 
Thus, the transportation and storage of 
foods, in such a manner as to retain nu 
tritive values, are important problems to 
be considered. 

Needless to state, commercially canned 
foods are well adapted for use in this diet 
plan. Commercial canneries are located 
near the sites of abundant supply of 
freshly harvested foods. The canning 

rocesses convert the perishable foods 
into nutritious canned foods* which can 
be economically transported and mar. 
keted throughout the year. Hence, the 
canning industry plays an important role 
in the practical aspects of diet planning 
to improve the nutritional status of the 
American people.

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ASLEEP TO OUR 
OPPORTUNITIES

The patient who has enough 
confidence to consult us, has 
enough confidence to believe what 
we advise. But it is necessary to 
cooperate in understanding the 
problem from his point of view. 

Suppose you are the patient. 
You have a sense of discomfort; 
your teeth are sensitive to heat or 
cold; you cannot enjoy your 
meals. Finally you are seated in 
the chair of the operator your 
friends have advised you to con- 
sult. It has been several years 
since you last consulted a dentist, 
or, perhaps, you have been un- 
fortunate enough to have had in- 
efficient service quite recently, 
and are making a change, hoping 
for better results. What manner 
of approach will make the most 
favorable impression on you? Of 
course, we all expect cleanliness 
and evidence of modernism in the 
way of equipment, these are the 
minimum essentials. Will you be 
impressed by fancy dressing of the 
reception room, the nurse-like at- 
tire of the receptionist, the surgi- 
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cal appearance of the operator, 
flanked by a glittering array of 
instruments, which suggest the 
imminence of unpleasant events, 
or are you partial to an atmos- 
phere of modest comfort in the 
room, a likeable personality with 
neatness in the assistant, a man- 
to-man attitude in the dentist, 
and, as nearly as possible, ab- 
sence of the show of armamen- 
tarium preceding treatment? 
Granting that 
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the reflection of many, though 
not all, persons’ attitudes.

centrate on the few, rather thal 
spread our efforts thin over tt 
many, and it is much the smart 
thing to do, if viewed from wt 
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angle of patient. satisfaction and 
reputation for ourselves. There is 
so much to do, and so little time 
to do it in, that any other course 
is suicidal—for a boost takes its 
time to get going, but a knock cir- 
culates like a whirlwind. 

It is surprising how highly most 
people value their teeth, which 
they know are the keystone of 
their personalities, and how eager 
many of them are to make such 
sacrifices as may be needed to 
preserve them. I could tell you of 
instance after instance confirm- 
ing that statement, but so can you. 

It is not possible for us all to 
have a full clientele of patients 
to whom cost is secondary, and I 
am not one of those, but it is grati- 
fying to note how many people 
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will do anything in their power to 
defer as long as possible the day 
when dentures are the only solu- 
tion. 

And even then, the interest does 
not flag. For then, if anything, 
they want the ultimate in facial 
restoration and natural arrange- 
ment of the substitutes. Like the 
woman who hopefully brought 
a photograph of herself, taken at 
the age of nineteen, and asked me 
to make her fifty-year-old coun- 
tenance match the picture—tough 
going, but I sent her away satis- 
fied, if not rejuvenated. And that 
is our task—if we cannot do what 
they want, we should, and often 
can, rearrange their ideas and 
reconcile them to the stern reali- 
ties. 


Opportunities We Miss 


And now I come to the lost opportunities and our defections. 








HAVE YOU EVER had a patient come in for an examination, complaining 
of discomfort, despite the fact that he has been assured that his im- 
agination is working overtime, and that there is nothing wrong? Have 
you been obliged to hand that man a mirror and let him go along with 
you while you disclosed a number of cavities, a number of leaky res- 
torations, a loss of contacts? Have you asked him to leave you in ignor- 
ance of his previous dentists and assured him that you were merely 
interested in finding and showing him just what he needed done, and 
advised him that in dentistry, as in other callings, mistakes are some- 
times made, or that perhaps he had contributed to the results by re- 
fusing to take the dentist’s advice, but always getting back to the 
problem in hand, rather than wasting time on the causes, actual or 
imaginary, leading up to the existing conditions?

HAVE you EveER found pulpless teeth recently crowned, which your 
roentgenograms show clearly should have been removed?

HAVE YOU EVER been assured by the patient that he has never been told 
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of the disastrous effects of the loss of teeth and that the gaps in his 
dental arches have not been commented on before?

HAVE You EVER had an upset mother tell you, “But, Doctor, Willie has 
had regular attention! He has gone to our dentist three or four times a 
year, and here he is with a toothache in a permanent molar, and you 
are not sure you can save the pulp?”—Have you ever? Well, perhaps 
not, but I wish I could say as much, and this is one of the things I 
mean when I speak of lost opportunities.

HAVE You EVER had a patient wondering why a new tooth—generally 
a third molar—was erupting and destroying the fit of a denture?

HAVE You EVER had a patient come dashing in with a broken denture 
or removable bridge on the eve of a vacation, and found yourself un- 
able to remind him that when you made it you had warned him of the 
possibility? Hardly ever?

HAVE YOU EVER pondered over the spectacle of the man who, with a 
willingness to pay for the best, served by a high-priced dentist in a 
highly ornate office in one of our big cities, was allowed to go out of 
the United States with one removable bridge, which he could not have 
had replaced or repaired where he went for an extended visit, while 
he had six tires for his Cadillac? I have.

HAVE YOU EVER gazed sadly at six upper anteriors whose every approxi- 
mal surface carried a silicate porcelain restoration, nicely laid over a 
bed of decay, which cast a pall of gloom through the enamel, while on 
the lingual side in the developmental grooves, similarly bedded amal- 
gam restorations floated in a sea of saliva and silver oxide? Never?

HAVE You EVER thought the person across the room reminded you of 
some one, but try as you would you couldn’t quite place him, only to 
hear the voice of an old acquaintance coming out of his mouth, and you 
realized that some one who perhaps was just too busy with other pa- 
tients had inserted dentures that made him a facial stranger to even 
those who knew him best? Never?

HAVE You EVER shocked a new patient by informing him that you found 
it necessary to insert a staggering number of inlays, only to be assured 
you must be mistaken, because the patient had had his mouth similarly 
cared for by Doctor Prominent just a-short time ago? Ever? 
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Now, this is an indictment, isn’t 
it? And how can a fellow break 
things like this gently? Perhaps 


somewhere on this fair earth 


things—dentally—are_ different; 
perhaps somewhere everyone does 
his full duty by the patient; per- 
haps somewhere the X-ray ma- 
chine does help; perhaps some- 
where the boys are not too busy 
to do the little ones instead of let- 
ting them grow, but, fellow travel- 
er, you will have to tell me where 
it is. 

Now, the angle that baffles me 
most of all is this: Not every den- 
tist in our country is busy, and I 
hear a lot of bellyaching from 
various sources about how the dice 
are all box-cars. 

Maybe so. But I am not so sure 
that the trouble lies altogether 
with the laity. Perhaps they are 
setting wise to some of these 
things, and like the chap I once 
had to part with before his den- 
tistry was all completed who asked 
me to give him a chart of the un- 
completed work to use as a check 
on the next examiner, they are 
beginning to protect themselves 
as best they may. 

He had more than the average 
in the way of means and intelli- 
gence, and assured me that he 
always inquired about the den- 
tists he finally chose, but his ex- 
perience was sad enough. 

His first call was for a prophy- 
laxis, and he called it that—not a 
lleaning—and he was also kind 
enough to say he was pleased with

the service, and smart enough to 
ask me whether I had seen 
anything in his teeth that 
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needed to be taken care of soon. 


Fortunately, he had a good con- 
stitution, and a better vocabu- 
lary, which he used without stint, 
after we had made the circle and 
he realized where he had landed. 
He had nothing but gold restora- 
tions in his mouth, and told me he 
had gone to the very best dentists 
he could find in our largest cities, 
and I can assure you he was will- 
ing and able to pay. 

His last visit for a check-up had 
been in our second largest city, 
where he was informed he had 
nothing that needed attention. 
This was six months before I saw 
him. 

To show you how badly he had 
been used, let me tell you that I 
found it necessary to remove the 
pulps from two bicuspids and a 
molar, and replace virtually every 
restoration and inlay in his teeth. 

Now, if that kind of thing is 
going on at the top, what would 
you say might be wrong? I can’t 
even guess. 

Here we are not only with a 
moral obligation, but also trying 
to make a living and perhaps a 
little more, and we pass up these 
golden opportunities to serve and 
profit thereby. 

It is my experience that this 
problem is too common on all 
levels, and I have been observing 
this for many years. Does not 
self-interest dictate anything but 
this indifference—if that be the 
word? 

Exclude the fact that many 
people cannot buy our service, 
doesn’t it seem we are blind to 
our own interests when we under- 
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If I have been too blunt—if I 
seem to judge too harshly, I want 
to assure you that I have care- 
fully considered the matter and 
wish only to be helpful, and per- 
haps many of us need a healthy 
jolt to jog us into a better reali- 
zation, not only of our duties, but 
of the rewards for good perform- 
ance.

MASSACHUSETTS ADOPTS BANK DENTAL PLAN 


TO MAKE IT possible for more people to receive and pay for dental serv- 
ice regularly the Massachusetts Dental Foundation, in cooperation 
with banks, is sponsoring a Bank Dental Plan for the use of dentists 
in Massachusetts. It is developed along the general lines of dental 
credit plans that have been discussed from time to time in Ora. Hy- 
GIENE. Essentially this plan makes it possible for the dentist to use 
bank credit in a dignified manner, and permits his patients to dis- 
tribute their dental expenditures through future income periods. To 
carry out this plan, the banks have agreed to make dental loans to pa- 
tients at reasonable interest rates, so they can budget the cost of den- 
tal service. A well-organized program of dental educational publicity 
in the newspapers is being coordinated with the development of this 
credit plan by the Massachusetts Dental Foundation, which is a non- 
profit organization that has been formed within the ranks of the 
Massachusetts Dental Society.

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THE DENTIST’S QUEST 


For Old Age Security 


by MARGARET W. WAGNER * 


MEMBERS OF THE dental profession, 
like thousands of others, are seek- 
ing a means of providing for a se- 
cure old age. I have been asked to 
tell you how this might be accom- 
plished. Instead, I can only point 
out what has been done in the 
past and show some of the diffi- 
culties and pitfalls that block the 
way. The suggestion that money 
should be raised and that an in- 
stitution be built for retired den- 
tists has met with considerable 
approval. Such a plan, of course, 
can provide for only a minimum 
number who would be supported 
by many dentists. 


He would have to adapt himself 
to a new style of life, to a set of 
rules and regulations, and make 
new friends. For the chronic in- 
valid an institution is desirable, if 
not necessary. Many inmates be- 
come helpless after they have 
been at the Home for some time 
and are cared for, but a Home for 
the aged cannot provide the same 
standard of care for the invalid 
as an institution built for that 
purpose. In most instances it costs 
as much or more to care for the 
able-bodied person in an institu- 
tion as it does on the outside. The 

following example 





In our search 
for security the

Its permanency 
promises a shelter.

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in the institution would cost con- 
siderably more, but there was no 
alternative to offer. 

Provision for old age is a nat- 
ural urge and is accentuated by 
the universal dread of the poor- 
house waiting at the end of the 
road. Promoters for get-rich- 
quick schemes, phony gold mines, 
trade on this emotion; and the old 
people, lured by a promise to have 
their savings multiplied, may en- 
ter such plans, only to lose every- 
thing. Churches, fraternal orders, 
and labor groups have attempted 
in the past to underwrite old-age 
pensions with a varying degree of 
success. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in 1917 put a plan into 
operation which called for a con-

Its success to date, 
however, is due to a $13,000,000 
fund which was raised before the 
plan was put into operation. 
Other denominations provide 
varying amounts on retirement 
but they are mostly inadequate 
for maintenance, while some 
churches provide only a form of 
relief for their needy. 

Fraternal societies usually pro- 
vide insurance plans against sick- 
ness and death, but the attempts 
to provide old age relief placed so 
heavy a burden on young mem- 
bers that they were discouraged 
and withdrew membership, so 
that the effort failed in most in- 
stances. Trade unions also met in- 
creasing difficulties in attempting 
to provide minimum pensions for 
their retired members. Teachers 
and librarians have tried with 


actual need of aged dependents,j 
forced this administration to act 


Only the extreme youth of our 
country with its untapped re- 
sources had made it possible for 
us to carry on without such @ 
provision. The Social Security A 
passed in 1935 and amended in 
1939 covers two principles of Old 
Age Assistance. The part knowl 
as Old Age and Survivors’ Insur- 
ance provides for the retirement 
of an individual on reaching six- 
ty-five years and pays an annuity 
to the worker and his wife of 
widow or minor children. Thi 
is a form of social insurance 
which has been paid for througl 
a tax on the employer and 
the employee. Payments weré 
started in January, 1940, ané 
on June thirtieth, 76,276 per: 
sons were receiving monthi 
payments amounting to $1,659, 
938 per month. However, the self- 
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need such care at any time. 





The Benjamin Rose Institute was organized in 1909. Its en- 
tire income is derived from private endowment. Its main pur- 
pose has been to grant financial assistance to men over sixty- 
five and women over sixty. The number who can be accepted 
for care is limited, but the emphasis is given to the care of 
the professional or cultured citizen of Cleveland. Over 350 
persons receive the benefits at this time. The amount 
granted is based on the individual need. In addition, medical 
care is provided and the work is carried on by skilled social 
case workers who help each person adjust to his own situation. 
The recipients remain in their own homes, or may live with 
relatives or friends. Those who are ill are placed in nursing 
homes. Out of the entire group, less than an average of thirty 








employed, including the profes- 
sional as well as the business man, 
domestic servants, farm hands, 
and those employed by religious 
and charitable organizations are 
not eligible for these benefits. Re- 
ligious orders and social workers 
are bringing pressure to bear, 
urging their inclusion under the 
Social Security provision. There 
are serious technical administra- 
tive difficulties involved in the in- 
clusion of a profession such as the 
dentists, but the American Dental 
Association might take the initia- 
tive in trying to work out a plan, 
which would make inclusion un- 
der the Social Security Act a pos- 
sibility. It is hard to believe that

a federal act can continue to 
benefit one group of wage earners 
and ignore others. For a strong 
organization, such as the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, to take 
the lead in attempting to over- 
come some of the difficulties and 
eventually to secure protection 
for its professional members 
through this federal act would be 
to take a long step forward. 


Old Age Assistance 
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The second program under Se 
cial Security is that known as Olé 
Age Assistance. This is a form a 
relief, and eligibility is based @ 
need. In most states one becomés 
eligible at 65. The Social Securifj 
Acts allows for a maximum grail 
of $40, half of which can be pail 
by the federal government. Ho 
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ever, not all state laws make this 
provision and the average pen- 
sion is considerably less. The fund 
is administered by the local or 
state government. 

It is a well-known fact that the 
laboring man becomes old sooner 
than the white collar or profes- 
sional worker because the latter 
retains those faculties, essential 
to his job, for a longer time than 
the former. But the dental profes- 
sion is an exacting, highly-skilled 
profession. It requires excellent 
eyesight, unusual digital skill, and 
an appearance which fosters con- 
fidence. The infirmities of ad- 
vancing years affect these skills 
so that frequently a man is an old 
dentist before he becomes an old 
man. In several instances I have 
known dentists who were forced 
to retire because of some minor 
infirmity and who were left with- 
out means of support. These men 
were forced into idleness, yet they 
still retained a skill and knowl- 
edge which should have been 
productive. Dental societies have 
temporarily helped individual 
members who faced such difficul- 
ties. But would it not be possible 
for these same dental societies to 
develop resources within the pro- 
fession, where a retired dentist 


might find opportunity to work? . 


Perhaps his skill could be utilized 
in laboratory or special service in 
an office or clinic. The develop- 
ment of such a plan would have 
far-reaching benefits and might 
mean that the young man of to- 
day would not have as much

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dread of becoming the old man of 
tomorrow. To succeed in such a 
plan, however, the older dentist 
must accept his limitations and 
must be willing to accept a frac- 
tion of what he once earned. Fur- 
thermore, he should develop skills 
through hobbies or outside inter- 
ests and so supplement his spe- 
cialized knowledge and prepare 
himself for a more interesting 
and happy, if not productive, old 
age. 

A retired worker can live on 
considerably less than a person in 
active life. In an article appear- 
ing in ORAL HYGIENE, it is stated 
that the life earnings of a dentist 
are supposed to be about $216,- 
000.2 If one-fourth of that total, 
or approximately $50,000 had 
been saved by persistent effort 
and invested at 4 per cent, it 
would bring an income of only 
$2,000 a year. This should provide 
a comfortable living for a man 
and his wife, and although not 
enough for an annual pilgrimage 
to California or Florida, one could 
still avoid the coal bill by taking 
up a permanent residence there. 
But can the average practitioner 
bring up and support a family, 
meet his professional obligations, 
and save one-fourth of his total 
earnings? Furthermore, is it pos- 
sible to invest safely at 4 per cent 
today? If it is difficult for an in- 
dividual to provide financially for 
his future, then the difficulties 
are multiplied when a private or- 
ganization attempts to provide 
security for its membership.

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REGULAR DENTAL SERVICE 
SAVES MONEY

THE MEMBERS OF THE dental pro- 
fession are often chagrined by 
the way the average American 
neglects his teeth and by his lib- 
eral expenditures for other pur- 
poses. 

Does this condition indicate 
that a man thinks the non-es- 
sentials are more important than 
his teeth? Or have luxuries and 
pleasures been so widely adver- 
tised and so attractively pre- 
sented that when the former has 
been purchased and the latter 
indulged, there is not sufficient 
money remaining to provide reg- 
ular and adequate dental care? 
I believe that the second question 
carries the correct premise, and 
therein lies the great challenge 
to the dental profession. 

To meet advertising with ad- 
vertising does not 


money should be expended for 
dentistry. In comparatively re- 
cent years, organized dentistry 
has presented educational ma- 
terial of various kinds and 
much good has been accom- 
plished, although the effort is 
as an ant hill compared to 
the mountain of advertising of 
other products. 

Of the numerous reasons pre- 
sented for adequate dental care, 
the health appeal has probably 
been used oftener and with bet- 
ter results than any other. To the 
thinking person, health is most 
important and he is willing to 
budget money for dentistry on 
that appeal. Two factors lessen 
the effectiveness of health lec- 
tures to advance dentistry. The 
first is that the commercial in-

up the cry, and at 
times the adver- 
tisements of vir- 
tually every con- 
ceivable article 
have used a 
health appeal to 
promote sales. 
Some of these 
bordered on the 
ridiculous, and 
people tired of be- 
ing told that 
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everything from dentistry down 
to beer safeguarded health. The 
second is that people may believe 
that dentistry promotes physical 
well-being, but are not convinced 
that it is either necessary or eco- 
nomical to have regular periodic 
examinations and prophylaxes. If 
the case can be so presented that 
it is evident that systematic care 
of the teeth preserves them in- 
tact in the mouth and promotes 
general health and if, in addition, 
it can be proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the lay mind that such 
regular service costs less money 
than dental neglect, then we will 
be making a much stronger ap- 
peal for preventive dentistry. 

We must take valuable time to 
prove that the best dentistry is 
the cheapest. No one denies that 
the more expensive clothing gives 
greater value and service when 
compared to cheap garments, 
but many cannot afford the in- 
itial price of the former. For 
some time I had been of the 
opinion that dentists could pre- 
sent the strong economic fact 
that preventive dentistry, the 
best dentistry in every sense of 
the word, had a lower initial cost. 
In search of proof of this idea 
of mine, I assembled the data 
from which the accompanying 
chart was prepared. 

This group of statistics show 
that the financial cost of repair- 
ing the penalties of neglect is 
rather high. Every layman with a 
slight knowledge of dentistry 
would know this and is prone to 
elaborate on the high fees for 
such services. It should be im- 
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pressed upon him, first, that the 
high fees are due to his neglect 
and, second, that in such cases 
the higher cost he usually pays is 
the penalty of an impaired mas- 
ticatory apparatus, for the most 
skilled dentist cannot make res- 
torations equal the original nat- 
ural dentition. It should be im- 
pressed strongly that this is his 
irrecoverable loss. 

The second fact shown is that, 
even after a complete dental 
service, the annual dental fee for 
these formerly neglected mouths 
is greater than for the patients 
who have always sought dental 
attention and services regularly. 
This proves my original idea, that 
the highest type of dental serv- 
ice, the service that repairs all 
defects early with small restora- 
tions and keeps the teeth most 
nearly in their original ccndition, 
actually costs the least money 
for one year or for life. 

Dentists are perhaps, as a 
group, poor public speakers but 
it does seem that one who is 
really interested in the welfare 
of adults and especially children 
could take such a chart as this, 
or one prepared from his own 
practice, and make a convincing 
talk to a Parent-Teacher or sim- 
ilar’ group. When placed before 
parents on a weekly or monthly 
basis, it would make the usual 
outcry about exorbitant dental 
fees appear ludicrous.

A considerable number of patients 
were charted in each alphabetical group and the average for each 
group recorded. It is interesting to note that the initial cost of com- 
plete mouth repair varied greatly from $34.00 in Group III to $76.00 
per person in Group II, but that afterwards the annual cost was as- 
toundingly uniform in all sections. 

The third column was calculated by recording annual amounts ex- 
pended by patients, who had always visited the dentist with a con- 
siderable degree of regularity. The average per year was then ascer- 
tained and includes all service performed for this class of patients. 

A separate survey was made of children under thirteen years of age. 
The cost of services subsequent to their first visit and the annual 
cost per child thereafter is recorded on the bottom line of the chart. 

These figures probably surprise the average dentist who has not 
given this subject much thought. They should form a convincing 
argument to the laity that good dental service at regular intervals is 
inexpensive, and it is dental neglect and artificial restorations that 
cause the hue and cry about “the high cost of dental care.” 

I wish now to call particular attention to some of the figures in 
this chart. The average cost of repairing a neglected mouth is $54.00. 
The annual cost of a regularly cared for mouth is $9.00. By mathe- 
matics it can be demonstrated simply that a healthy mouth can be 
kept free from serious dental disease for six years for the cost of 
one general repair of a neglected mouth. I cannot produce statistics 
to prove this idea, but I believe dentists generally will agree that 
after six years without any care, the average cost of dental restora- 
tions will exceed $54.00. 

The item on cost of children’s dentistry dispels the idea that good 
dentistry for their children is beyond the reach of the great middle 
class, economically speaking. Even the neglected mouths can be re- 
paired for an average of $12.00 and kept that way for less than 12c 
per week. When the importance of good teeth for children is im- 
pressed upon parents so strongly that they desire healthy mouths 
for their children more than they desire candy and movies for them, 
the economic side of children’s dentistry will be solved.

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TWENTY YEARS OF professional ac- 
tivity!

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DENTIST-RANCHER 
Experiments With California Soul 
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by S. A. ALLEN, D.D.S. 


In his office he maintains an 
up-to-date library containing 
hundreds of books catalogued and 
loaned to young patients with the 
same routine as a public library, 
with cards, regulations and pen- 
alties. He confided that after a 
number of years he has lost a 
book or two and admits the pen- 
alty always slips his mind. 

Interest in orthodontics is re- 
flected by his work in photog- 
raphy. Patients are photographed 
as cases progress. Colored still 
and motion pictures go into large, 
pictorial volumes in connection 
with histories. Nearly finished is 
a cabinet, which will present a 
number of photographs trans- 
illuminated for educational pur- 
poses. 

Doctor Sattler maintains offices 
in Los Angeles and Beverly Hills. 
He lives in two places—one the 
beautiful home in Beverly Hills, 
the other, El Rancho Rosita, in 
the Santa Susana Mountains, 
where he has developed a Sunkist 
orange grove. Every acre is sepa- 
rately soil-tested and fed special- 
ized fertilizer. One survey indi- 
cated an area in need of iron. 
Sacks of machine-shop iron 
shavings were so placed the water 
passed through them to trees 
where oranges were a little “pale.” 
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The growing fruit took on the de- 
sired color. 

He drives trucks, disks, harrows 
and gets such fun out of his new 
tractor that midnight finds him 
plowing by the light of the moon 
or some rigged-up flashlight. 

Oranges selected and boxed are 
shipped by the ton and bring top 
of the top market price in New 
York. Doctor Sattler believes the 
time should come when pure food 
laws will require labeling of 
oranges indicating actual vita- 
min content in addition to size 
and appearance standards. 
Frankly he says that many 
oranges are sold, which do not 
have the essential health-giving 
qualities. 

In addition to his ranch home 
and its guest house, there are two 
“parns.” The loft of one barn is a 
rustic dance hall equipped with 
loud speakers dispensing mod- 
ern music. Downstairs a knotty- 
pine finished bar looks out on a 
barbecue and tables, where I have 
seen him serving a hundred 
guests. 

At night it is quiet at the ranch. 
The stars are brighter. That is 
one reason why Doctor Sattler 
has an eight-inch, ten foot tele- 
scope mounted on a man-high 
tripod, which he uses to explain 
the mysteries of the skies to Boy 
Scout groups. 

Boots, shoes, jumpers and red 
bandannas are provided for those 
who want to work. Guests who 
fall for it may be set to carpenter 
work or poking alfalfa to the 

horses. You may plant a tree 
and have it named after you—it is 
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yours for all time. Make a flower 
garden and, whatever grows, you 
are invited to come and get. I saw 
six people painting implements 
red; they were “first timers” at it, 
and I figured the job a dead loss 
from spills and clean-up costs, in 
every way but fun. Many young 
friends who could not afford a 
horse-back ride otherwise, enjoy 
the broad back of slow-poke 
Prince. 


Soil Experimenés 


Doctor Sattler is carrying on 
experiments in irrigation and be- 
lieves he has found a way to regu- 
late the absorption of water by 
“jroning” the surface of furrows, 
so that water will not soak in 
where it will go to waste. 

Both town and ranch places 
have work shops. Lathes, jig and 
circular saws, motored and of 
large calibre. Jubilant as a boy 
he showed an auger, which will 
bore a square hole. He makes 
bookcases, bedsteads, desks — 
dove - tailed, | wooden - pinned, 
carved and stained, fit for ex- 
hibition in an art store. Always 
he is launching new adventures. 
Pieces of art brought from his 
travels to corners of the earth in- 
dicate a keen interest in fine de- 
tail.

Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Pub- 
lic Ledger: A former president of the 
Amsterdam Dental Association, a 
dentist for more than twenty years 
in Holland, Herbert Loeb, has entered 
dental school in Philadelphia so that 
he can obtain a license to practice 
dentistry in the United States. Doc- 
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tor Loeb, who fled from Holland with 
his family last May to escape the 
advancing Nazi troops, reached Eng- 
land in a fishing boat accompanied 
by his wife and two sons. Arthur, 17, 
is now a student at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


Los Angeles (California) Times: 
For a good part of his life, Doctor 
Julio Endelman, professor of pathol- 
ogy at the Southern California Col- 
lege of Dentistry, has been collecting 
from all parts of the world rare den- 
tal books and journals dating back 
to the middle ages. At a recent dental 
convention in the Ambassador 
Hotel, he exhibited a score of these 
books valued at several thousand 
dollars. A famous volume in the col- 
lection is “Natural History of the 
Human Teeth,” by John Hunter, pub- 
lished in 1773 by Dordrecht of Hol- 
land; and an even earlier one is the 
first book printed in English on den- 
tistry by Charles Allen in 1687, titled 
“Curious Observations of Surgery Re- 
lating to the Teeth,” published it 
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Dublin; only eleven copies are now 
extant. In these books “fang,” long 
obsolete in this sense, is used to 
designate incisor teeth. 


New York (New York) Journal and 
American: First man to qualify in 
New York City for the draft army 
in 1917, Joseph E. Silliman, a dentist 
at 4142 Broadway, again made news, 
when reporters interviewed him on 
Tuesday, October twenty-ninth, to 
see what his attitude to the Army is 
twenty-three years after. He was a 
medical student at Bellevue Hospital, 
when he received the first call, which 
delayed his studies five years. After 
serving abroad with the 304th Field 
Artillery in the World War, how does 
he feel about it today? Here’s what 
he told reporters: “I can say those 
two years in the Army were two of 
the happiest years in my life.” 


Atlanta (Georgia) Journal: Ac- 
cording to an opinion handed down 
by the Georgia Court of Appeals, a 
dentist is supposed to know more 
about the treatment a patient needs 
than the patient does. The high court 
upheld the dismissal of a $30,000 
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damage suit filed against an Albany 
dentist by a patient who contended 
that the dentist should have extract- 
ed all of his teeth after the first visit 
instead of treating them and allow- 
ing his system to be poisoned. “A 
dentist,” said the Court, “may adopt 
any approved method recognized by 
his profession generally, and a mere 
conclusion or opinion of a layman 
plaintiff that some other method 
should have been adopted, is not good 
even against a general demurrer.” 


Oskaloosa (Iowa) Tribune: Not 
long ago Captain W. H. H. Barker of 
Harvey, former dentist, educator, 
newspaperman, historian, and horti- 
culturist, celebrated his 100th birth- 
day. A college student in 1861, he 
abandoned his studies to enlist in the 
Civil War. Since his retirement from 
dentistry in 1910, he has collected 
and planted, in his private arbore- 
tum, one specimen of every native 
tree in Iowa. Years ago he persuaded 
the U. S. Department of War to 
adopt the sycamore tree as the na- 
tional peace tree, and one of these 
may be found at the entrance to every 
national cemetery in the country.

Whispers In The Breeze 


TALKING BEHIND THE hand darkly and loosely is vicious. Character 
assassins and scandalmongers breed in the darkness. Their attack 
is never forthright and frontal. Their unbridled tongues spread poison 
by subtle waggings in the dark. They are at work every hour, during 
peace and during war. When nerves are taut and apprehension is 
in the air, the venom of the malignant gossip is more quickly absorbed. 
In wartime people listen to rumors that would never waver their hair 
in peace. Propaganda, the Nazis have found, prepares the way for the 
dissolution of an enemy. Propaganda spreads an advance cloud of 
fear and doubt and terror. 

With our preparedness program in force, we can expect the evil 
whispers in the breeze to be spread far and wide. In our own com- 
paratively small field of dentistry, we can anticipate meeting the 
same general behavior patterns that we find elsewhere in the popu- 
lation. Disappointed dental politicians will try to undermine our con- 
fidence in the leaders that we have chosen. They will tell us that our 
preparations for defense are in the hands of the incompetent. They 
will, by their evil whispers, attempt to sabotage and obstruct the 
preparedness program. This is no viewing with alarm or seeing things 
under the bed with a myopic eye. 

Behind the scenes in the Cleveland meeting of the American Dental 
Association were the first rumblings and rumors that suggest what 
may be ahead in a smear campaign. The stake in the dental pre- 
paredness program is large. Too many want a piece of it. Thousands 
of dentists will, in some form or another, be engaged in governmental 
service. Money in big figures will be spent on a dental program. 
Power and authority are tempting. The dental politicians began their 
scramblings at Cleveland to earmark what they could of the spoils 
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for their own use. So far, they have been frustrated. The dental pre- 
paredness program is well-manned by competent and responsible 
members of the American Dental Association. The Committee on. 
Dental Preparedness has none of the signs of a patronage dispensing 
group. The dental departments of the Army and Navy are in the effi- 
cient hands of regular officers who can be expected to recommend 
appointments to the Dental Corps on the sole basis of service value- 
to the country. Commissions will not be handed out according to: 
dental political alignments. We can anticipate, however, that the: 
old traditional dental feuds that were based on college, fraternity,. 
and sectional elements, will be awakened. Venom will fill the air, and 
we will be told that So and So was elevated to high military rank: 
and received a choice assignment because of his favorable dental 
connections. Conversely, we will be told that someone else was held. 
in low esteem and without honor and recognition because he belonged. 
to another political group. 

To keep the whisperings under control, every part of the dental 
preparedness campaign must be given “pitiless publicity.” In these 
preparations there are no military secrets involved. The full details 
of every commission created and of every assignment made should 
be freely available to anyone who wishes to inquire. The size and 
kind of contracts given for dental supplies and equipment should be: 
made public. Every activity of the Committee on Dental Preparedness 
should be completely recorded and published. And watching over all 
alertly should be the members of the profession who have the courage: 
to speak forth boldly, if they observe anything inimical to the wel- 
fare of the country in any part of the dental preparedness program.. 
These same vigilantes in the profession should keep watchful eyes 
on the dental politicians and alert ears to catch their utterances. 
Whoever tosses an evil whisper in the breeze, an innuendo, a poison 
dart, should promptly be commanded to present his facts and proof..

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FBI DISCUSSES 


DENTAL IDENTIFICATION 


TWENTY-ONE PAGES ARE devoted to 
- the subject of IpENTIFICATION by 
TEETH! in the October issue of the 
FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin. 
As an explanation of why he is 
presenting such a detailed article 
on this type of identification, the 
FBI writer points out that virtu- 
ally every dentist in the country 
has a wealth of technical knowl- 
edge and, in many instances, an 
excellent filing system of dental 
information, which is available, 
on request, to law enforcement 
agencies. 

For those who are interested in 
the solution of perplexing cases 
now under investigation, some of 
the cases that have come to the 
attention of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation in recent years 
were reviewed to suggest possible 
application of the 


leaving one partly eaten. On ar- 
rest it was found that Hoatling’s 
teeth marks matched those in 
the apple.

because Mrs. Conner’s dentist, R. 
W. Gregg of Tacoma, had, as was 
his custom, made a diagram in 
duplicate of her dental restora- 
tions. The duplicate copy was 
found with her belongings, mak- 
ing it possible to locate her den- 
tist; investigators were able to 
apprehend Conner promptly; and 
he was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

The FBI also reports in this ar- 
ticle significant work in the iden- 
tification of bodies that have been 
for many months under water.

case in point centers around a 
Harvard Law School student. 
Frederick W. Burgess, 21, was last 
seen in his dormitory, Saturday, 
November 13, 1937. Twelve hours 
later his hat and coat were found 
on the subway bridge over the 
Charles River, which was dragged 
without results. Because he had 
no known reason to commit sui- 
cide, his mother suspected kid- 
napping, and reported to the 
FBI. A dental chart of Burgess, 
which had been made by George 
E. Bratten, the family dentist in 
Cincinnati, was distributed with 
75,000 circulars carrying the pho- 
tograph and other identifying

data. On February 6, 1938, a body, 
in an advanced stage of decom- 
position, was found near the locks 
of the Charles River dam. The 
-teeth and dental restorations 
‘were, however, in a perfect state 
of preservation. Through com- 
parison of the teeth with the Bur- 
gess dental chart, positive identi- 
fication of the body was made. 

A hit-and-run case of most un- 
usual character was solved, with 
the aid of a lower denture, by a 
graduate of the FBI National Po- 
lice Academy. The officer, after 
arriving promptly at the scene of 
an accident in which an elderly 
man had been killed by a large, 
dark automobile having two spare 
‘wheels, could find no broken glass 
or other evidence, but he noted 
that the victim wore dentures, of 
which the lower one was missing. 
Relatives reported that the vic- 
tim was wearing both dentures 
when he left home the morning 
of the accident. According to the 
FBI Bulletin, the driver of the 
car was apprehended in this way: 

“All garages and filling stations 
were notified to be alert to ob- 
serve automobiles bearing marks 
or scars that might have been 
caused by such an accident. About 
an hour later a filling station pro- 
prietor called the investigating 
officer and informed him that an 
automobile ... driven by a woman 
was being repaired and the re- 
pairman had found a plate of 
false teeth in the fender well of 
a maroon-colored sedan. The vic- 
tim’s dentist identified the teeth 
immediately. The woman identi- 
fied a friend to whom she had 
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loaned the car and who, it was 
learned, had been intoxicated 
on the evening of the accident. 
He was apprehended, charged 
with a homicidal violation, and 
indicated that he would plead 
guilty.” 

Even the few cases cited here 
show how helpful the teeth and 
dental charts can be in the iden- 
tification of victims of accidents 
or of crimes. Specifically, this 
method of identification depends 
on comparison and elimination, 
which is impossible without ac- 
curate dental charts carefully 
filed. 

“Naturally, since such records 
are of vital importance,” says the 
FBI Bulletin, “it would be most 
fortunate if the dental profession 
as a whole adopted a standard or 
universal method of recording. 
This, however, must be initiated 
within the profession as it is not 
the prerogative of law enforce- 
ment to urge such a plan. Ob- 
viously, no attempt has been 
made in this article to suggest 
any method of recording dental 
impressions ... Many outstand- 
ing men in the dental profession 
have forwarded charts to the FBI, 
suggesting that they be recom- 
mended for universal adoption. 
One copyrighted chart of excep- 
tional merit was transmitted with 
the offer to make the principle of 
it available to all without cost. 
These kind offers and suggestions 
were deeply appreciated, but of 
necessity the contributors were 
advised that the FBI felt these 
were matters solely within the 
province of the profession.”

Ropy Saliva 


Q.—I have a patient, a man about 
46 who has been trying to wear 
dentures for some time. Before he 
came to me he had had four dif- 
ferent sets made and none gave him 
service. I made a set of vulcanite 
dentures that fit, are serviceable and 
comfortable. He can wear them with- 
out difficulty for three or four hours, 
after which he has to take the up- 
per one out and remove the thick, 
ropy mucus from inside to avoid 
gagging. After he cleans it off, it is 
good for another three or four hours. 

The adaptation seems to be per- 
fect, for the dentures are stable un- 
til the mucus collects. The patient’s 
bite is correct, and he gets good serv- 
ice. The periphery is sealed, and 
the denture is post-dammed. 

Can you think of some way that 
I may correct this condition? 

It seems to me that, if adaptation 
is perfect, the mucus could not col- 
lect under the denture. Yet, if it were 
not perfect, the denture would not be 
so stable. 

Any aid that you can give me on 
this will be appreciated —A. R. D., 
Louisiana. ! 

A.—I would say that the heavy, 
ropy viscosity: of saliva can be 
corrected provided the patient is 
willing to submit to a rigid diet 
as follows: Refrain from all car- 
bohydrate foods—starches and 
Sugars, for example, bread, po- 
tatoes, cakes and candies—for 
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a few days or until the saliva 
becomes normally watery. Aft- 
er such a change a controlled 
amount of carbohydrates may be 
eaten, the amount permissible 
to be determined by the condi- 
tion of the saliva. 

Correcting the diet to this ex- 
tent will be likely to benefit other 
phases of the patient’s health.—_ 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Erosion 


Q—I have a patient, a young 
widow, about 25, in good health 


whose upper anteriors, especially 
centrals, show a marked degree of 


erosion extending from _ gingival 


margin to incisal margin, and even 
on one central there is a shoulder 
at the gingival margin. The anterior 
teeth are in perfect condition other- 
wise. The remaining teeth are in 
good condition, save for a few small 
cavities. The mouth is as clean and 
healthy as one would expect. The 
teeth appear to have been worn 
away as a stone step would be from 
constant walking, over a period of 
years. The lingual surfaces are nor- 
mal. The condition seems to be 
spreading to the other upper teeth, 
but is of such character that there 
is virtually no damage yet. 

She has not used any medicines 
that would cause this condition, and 
keeps her mouth in a hygienic state. 
She was married about a year ago 
and, after seven months, her husé- 
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band died. She says that from then 
on she became very nervous, and the 
teeth thus began to show this condi- 
tion. I have seen typical cases of ero- 
sion, but they only involved the 
gingival areas. 

I should appreciate it if you could 
give me the probable reason for such 
extended erosion on the labial sur- 
faces. Incidentally, I restored the 
two upper centrals with porcelain 
jacket crown. I fear that, if the con- 
dition persists, the laterals will need 
jackets also in the near future.—E. 
A., New Jersey. 

A—yYour case of erosion is 
much the same as we have had 
in the mouths of two young wo- 
men, except that in one of our 
cases the lingual and occlusal 
surfaces of all the teeth were af- 
fected, as well as the labial and 
buccal surfaces. 

In this latter case I consulted 
Doctor Weston A. Price of Cleve- 
land who did a blood, urine and 
salivary analysis. He found a 
calcium imbalance and 0pre- 
scribed treatment, which the wo- 
man followed for less than a 
year, but with an apparent de- 
crease in erosion. It became nec- 
essary later to place porcelain 
jacket crowns on all of the teeth. 

In the other case the young 
woman was healthy so far as 
medical examinations could de- 
termine, but as the condition was 
progressive we placed porcelain 
jacket crowns on all of her teeth. 

I can tell you nothing more 
about the cause or advisable 
treatment for the condition.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Sore Lip 


Q.—My patient is a man of 50. His 
health is good. A physician has 
treated him for hyperacidity and 
canker sores of the mouth. 

He wears full upper and lower 
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vulcanite dentures of the best stand- 
ard quality. He complains of sore- 
ness of the mucosa on the lingual 
surface of the lower lip which some- 
times appears slightly red. The up- 
per lip has no soreness. 

If the lower denture is left out 
a day or two and an alkaline mouth 
wash used, the irritation is relieved. 

The position of anteriors, upper 
and lower, has been changed twice, 
raising the lower bite and correct- 
ing retrusion.—K. H. Z., Virginia. 

A.—It is difficult to advise you 
what to do for your patient with 
the sore lower lip, just from your 
description and without seeing 
the patient. Is this labial surface 
of the denture perfectly smooth 
and highly polished, and does the 
patient keep it scrupulously 
clean? Often tissue irritations in 
the mouth are caused or aggra- 
vated by unclean dentures. 

The mouth wash or denture 
cleanser that he is using might 
be too strong, or it may be possi- 
ble that the pink vulcanite on 
the labial surface of this lower 
denture acts as an irritant in this 
case. I knew of one such case 
where the vulcanite was changed 
to solid black rubber, gum and 
all, and the irritation relieved.— 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Anesthesia 


Q.—I am having some trouble get- 
ting complete anesthesia in extrac- 
tion of teeth that have granulomas, 
cysts, or are tender to touch. This is 
true in the lower jaw wherein the 
block injection gives every indication 
of being complete. Of course, all else 
is equal; that is, a good anesthetic 
solution and a good injection. 

Is it harder to obtain anesthesia 
for gingival cavities than other 
cavities? Some sensation appears 
to remain in this cavity type.—F. C. 
T., Vermont. 
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A.—It is difficult to obtain com- 
plete anesthesia of tissues in the 
region of granulomas or necrotic 
tissue. Just why this is we have 
not been able to determine. 

We also have difficulty obtain- 
ing complete anesthesia in class 
five cavities and in the peripheral 
portions of class two cavities. So 
far as I know this has not been 
explained.—GEOrGE R. WARNER. 


Amalgam Restorations 

Q.—Relative to silver amalgam 
restorations sometimes seen in vari- 
ous patients’ mouths, I have noticed 
some that are a dirty gray in color, 
with no luster, no edge, or strength, 
and they seem to be disintegrating 
or “washing out.” 

What causes this, and what is the 
remedy? I have noticed some one- 
surface and some two-surface amal- 
gam restorations of this type.—B. A. 
A., Minnesota. 

A.—The amalgam restorations 
that you refer to with no edge 
strength and a grayish color are 
probably the result of careless 
mixing. The mixture may be in- 
completely triturated, or too 
sloppy. Very likely also the res- 
torations were not inserted with 
heavy pressure and malleting to 
condense thoroughly and expel 
the excess mercury.—V. CLYDE

Spasmodic Pain 


Q.—I have previously written to 
you, regarding the case of calculus in 
the external maxillary artery, caus- 
ing a pain, spasmodic in character. 
The letter, I presume, will be for- 
warded to you. 

I took additional pictures, which 
show the calculus, in the cheek. The 
artery can be palpated, as if it were 
a card of cartilage. The artery in the 
opposite side cannot be palpated. 

On recommendation of a physi- 
cian, I prescribed potassium iodide. 
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Could you suggest any treatment 
if, in your opinion, this deposit of 
calculus was causing the patient’s 
pain?—A, R. S., South Dakota. 

A.—Your letter reached me at 
Doctor Hermann Beck’s office in 
San Francisco and I submitted 
the case to him. He, like myself, 
has never seen nor read of a case 
Similar to yours. We can neither 
one of us see how the calcifica- 
tion of the facial artery—and 
your interpretation of the roent- 
genograms together with your 
palpation would seem to prove 
this—can cause a serious trigemi- 
nal neuralgia. So we are at a loss 
as to the etiology of the spas- 
modic pain or its treatment.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Vincent’s Infection 
Q—Through OrAL HYGIENE, I have 
had the pleasure of reading your 
articles and comments and have come 
to trust your judgment on many 
things pertaining to our profession. 
Now I wish you would be kind enough 
to give me your method or a satis- 
factory method of controlling Vin- 
cent’s infection.—M. L. F., Indiana. 
A—Our method of office treat- 
ment for a case of Vincent’s in- 
fection is to flood each interspace 
with H,0, and then strip them 
with heavy silk polishing tape. 
We then block off the teeth 
with cotton rolls and apply a drop 
of 7 per cent chromic acid in each 
interspace and on this put a drop 
of H,0.,. This will produce a black 
fluid and the release of nascent 
oxygen. Allow this to stand about 
ten minutes. Then see that the 
patient isn’t reinfecting himself. 
You should give a prophylaxis 
treatment once a month for a 
while and then once every three 
months indefinitely. — V. CLYDE

Trismus 

Q.—My patient is a woman, 25, who 
complains of having difficulty with 
the right mandibular joint in the 
morning. For a period of two hours 
after she awakens, her jaws seem- 
ingly lock. We have tried to change 
her sleeping habits, and also have 
her use heat in the night and morn- 
ing. The heat affords temporary 
comfort, but does not loosen the stiff- 
ness in the joint. During the day, she 
is not troubled with this condition. 
The occlusion is normal. 

If you know of anything that I 
might do to relieve this patient, I 
should greatly appreciate your ad- 
vice.—L. T. E., Colorado. 

A.—The case presented seems 
to be one of an inflamed condi- 
tion around the right temporo- 
mandibular joint with transitory 
periods of trismus. 

In the light of your statement 
that the patient is 25 and the oc- 
clusion is normal, it would seem 
probable that this condition is 
the result of infection in the lo- 
cale. The tonsils are most likely to 
be the offenders, although teeth 
and sinuses also may be. And, in 
the dental field, impacted or part- 
ly impacted third molars are like- 
ly to be in causal relation.— 
George R. Warner. 


Sensitive Teeth 

Q—On different problems in the 
past you have been kind in giving 
good advice, and again I seek your 
aid. 

My patient is a man, 45, in good 
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health. All of his posterior teeth, 
upper and lower, are worn so that 
heat, cold, or sweets cause pain. These 
teeth have been sensitive to mastica- 
tion for several years. The lower first 
and second molars have leaking silver 
restorations. 

I plan to remove all the silver res- 
torations, replacing them with cast 
gold inlays. If I use heavy cement 
bases under the inlays, will the sensi- 
tive condition disappear? 

I read in some magazine of the use 
of sulphuric acid for hypersensitive 
teeth where they were worn smooth. 
Can you give me any information 
about this? What per cent solution 
would you advise?—R. R. H., West 
Virginia. 

A—The sensitiveness of abrad- 
ed posterior teeth can be allayed 
by painting the dried abraded 
surfaces with silver nitrate and 
burnishing it in with a hot instru- 
ment. You may also place strips 
of blotting paper, slightly moist- 
ened with silver nitrate, between 
the teeth and, with the tongue 
and cheeks well-protected with 
cotton rolls, have patient close 
and maintain heavy pressure for 
several minutes. Full strength 
sulphuric acid may be applied, in- 
stead of the silver nitrate, by 
either method. 

We place sedative cement in 
the deeper portion of all large 
cavities. It seems to function per- 
fectly to restore a sensitive pulp 
to normal and, permanently, as a 
non-conductor under metal res- 
torations.—V. Clyde Smedley.
